A short time before the execution 
took place, Mrs. Van Der Blst, who 
arrived in a car, attempted to walk up 
the prison drive, and became indignant 
when police officers refused her admié- 
sion. Dressed in black, she walked 
to and fro declaring: “ ‘You let the 
girl off, but you' hang the man. It 
is a damn shame.” 

Later she stepped into a stationary 
lorry which started-up and headed for 
the prison drive. A police inspector 
then motioned an oncoming lorry to 
cross the road and block the entrance 
to the drive. 

Mrs. Van Der Elst’s lorry then 
swerved, and, atter touching the 
second lorry, mounted the pavement in 
an unsuccessful effort to gét past. 

About two hundred sightseers de- 
monstrated and called out as the lorry 
driver, struggling desperately, was 
brought into the prison drive by 
police. Mrs. Van Der Elst was re- 
moved under police escort.

Invitations 

Francisco gathering have been 
sent out by the Government of 
the United States in the name of 
four “inviting , Powers” — the 
United States, Great Britain, 
Russia and China. France was 
asked to join the others; but 
General de Gaulle declined the 
invitation, mainly on the ground 
that there had been no French 
delegate either at the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference (which took 
place before his Government had 
been recognised officially) or at 
Yalta, where the main lines of 
general procedure were laid down. 
Forty-five nations have been asked 
to send representatives to San 
Francisco, They comprise all the 
States that are at war with the 
Axis Powers, with the singular 
exception of Poland. Her omis- 
sion is due to the fact that, while 
Great Britain and the United 
States continue to recognise the 
Polish Government in London, the 
Russians have given their blessing 
to the Lublin Committee. Two 
of the smaller States officially at 
war with Germany and Japan 
have protested that they too have 
not been invited. They are Syria 
and the Lebanon; but, presum- 
ably, the French Government 
continues to claim a measure of 
jurisdiction over these territories. 
Although France is not officially 
an “inviting Power,” her Govern- 
ment will be represented at San 
Francisco, and will be free to 
suggest any amendments that it 
may choose to the method of 
procedure which has-been agreed 
by the British, Russians and 
Americans, and subsequently 
approved by the Chinese, 
France's attitude: will interfere in 
no way with the decision that she 
shall be one of. the five Great 
Powers with permanent seats on 
the proposed Security Council. 
The tentative scheme for the new 
organisation provides for a 
General Assembly, which will 
include in the first instance, all 
members of the United Nations, 
great and small, with the addi- 
tion, after a time, of those States 
which have been neutral through- 
out the war; eventually, of those 
which have been supporting the 
Axis, and, finally, of Germany 
and Japan. There also will be a 
Security Council, on which there 
will be five permanent seats, and 
six others which will be filled by 
election. 

From the practical point of 
view, the League of Nations may 
be said to have failed because, as 
Mr. Stettinius pointed out at a 
recent meeting representing the 
American nations in Mexico City, 
it was based on a theory of 
fictitious equality between all 
Powers, great and small. Thus it 
was possible that a single small 
State, however weak in material 
resources, should be able to block 
all effective action’ by the rest. 
The new plan is more realistic. 
Its general principles resemble 
closely those of President Wilson’s 
Covenant; but the fiction of abso- 
lute equality between, for example, 
Soviet Russia and Nicaragua, bas 
been abandoned—or, perhaps, we 
ought to say, is likely to be 
abandoned, since the whole 
scheme at present is more or less 
amorphous. If the plan that was 
agreed at Yalta is put into force, 
the General Assembly will be 
empowered to take certain 
decisions in respect of inter. 
national disputes which, in its 
opinion, may be likely to disturb 
the world peace. In these circum- 
stances, a dispute may be referred 
to the Security Council. In the 
Assembly, a two-thirds majority 
will. be necessary; but no Power 
will be entitled to vote in a case 
affecting itself. Vitsai decisions 
will be taken by the Security 
Council, where there must be a 
majority of seven of the eleven 
members, including all the five

man, who is fortunate enough to 
have a sufficiency of suits and 
shirts in his possession, should 
handle the article at all. One 
would think, however, that 
curiosity, if nothing else, would 
have inspired those gentlemen of 
the law to contemplate the 
physical format of a document 
which matters so much to them- 
selves. The ration book has 
assumed a dangerous significance 
in the life of every modern 
citizen. It is something more 
than a mere permit to buy so 
many. articles of clothing, so 
many ounces of butter and tea, 
so many bars of soap; it is also 
his identityecard, his passport 
to legal existence. Without it, he 
is nothing. He may, indeed, 
follow a fluttering career from 
hotel to hotel—if he can find 
room—but any attempt to obtain 
an abiding-place for more than 
a week or two must be frustrated 
inevitably by the ‘necessity to 
produce that inexorable ration 
book. May one contemplate a 
day when the tyranny will have 
been overthrown ? Is it possible 
that a time will return when the 
word “coupon” will indicate 
something that is filled in for the 
purpose of a newspaper competi- 
tion—a time when soap and 
shirts and sugar are handed 
across the counter in unrestricted 
bulk and without the flourishing 
of a pair of scissors? We merely 
can hope so. Rationing, in time 
of war, is a system that possesses 
enormous virtues-—our complaint, 
in fact, is that it has not been | 
carried far enough in this country 
—yet one must look forward 
with pleasure to the day when 
everybody, together with that 
English judge and counsel, can 
deny acquaintance with a ration 
book.
